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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  CLERK 

This  is  the  second  of  my  three-year  term.  The  year  was  busy 
with  four  special  town  meetings,  town  election,  primary  and  state 
elections. 

The  Town  Election  was  held  for  the  first  time  on  May  10,  1974 
with  835  ballots  cast. 

The  Primary  Election  was  held  September  3,  1974  with  many 
of  the  incumbants  not  winning  their  post  for  continued  terms  of 
office.  A  recount  was  held  for  Representative  in  General  Court, 
Tenth  Worcester  District,  between  Thomas  E.  Creighton  and  Rich¬ 
ard  T.  Moore.  James  M.  Eldridge  withdrew  from  the  election  but 
not  in  time  to  have  his  name  omitted  from  the  ballot. 

The  State  Election  was  a  repeat  of  the  Primary  with  those  in 
elected  office  losing  to  a  new  candidate. 

We  started  the  year  with  a  Special  Town  Meeting  March  6, 
1974  and  ended  the  year  with  a  special  Town  Meeting  November 
6, 1974. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  preceded  by  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  and  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  called  for  on  August  19, 
1974. 

There  were  26  Births  —  40  Marriages  —  and  15  Deaths. 

Monies  sent  to  the  Division  of  Fish  and  Game  $1,430.35 

Monies  received  from  Dog  Licenses  1,068.80 

Town  Clerk’s  fees  for  the  year  814.10 

One  hundred  and  forty-six  new  voters  registered  during  the 

year. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Registrars,  the  Poll  Workers  and 
the  Censors  for  all  the  help  they  have  given  during  the  past  year.

March  6,  1974 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 


Worcester,  ss. 

To  the  Constable  of  the  Town  of  Mendon  in  the  County  of  Worcester, 

Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are  directed 
to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Mendon  qualified  to  vote  in 
elections  and  in  town  affairs  to  meet  at  the  NIPMUC  REGIONAL  HIGH 
SCHOOL  AUDITORIUM  in  said  Mendon  on  Wednesday  the  sixth  day 
of  March  A.D.  1974  punctually  at  7:30  o’clock  P.M.,  to  act  on  the  follow¬ 
ing  articles,  viz: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  an  amendment 
to  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District  Agreement  initiated  and 
proposed  by  vote  of  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District  Com¬ 
mittee  adopted  on  November  12  1973,  and  entitled  “Amendment  No. 

4  to  the  agreeement  for  a  Regional  School  District  for  the  Towns  of 
Mendon  and  Upton  providing  for  the  Admission  of  the  Town  of  Hope- 
dale  as  a  Member  Town,”  which  proposed  Amendment  amends  and 
restates  the  Regional  School  District  Agreement  as  previously  amended, 
in  its  entirety  the  complete  text  of  said  Amendment  being  attached  to 
and  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  warrant. 

AMENDMENT  NO.  4  TO  THE  AGREEMENT  FOR  A 
REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

for  the  towns  of  Mendon  and  Upton  providing  for  the  admission  of  the 
Town  of  Hopedale  as  a  member  town 

The  agreemen  entered  into  pursuant  to  Chapter  71  of  the  General 
Laws  between  the  towns  of  Mendon  and  Upton  for  the  establishment  of 
a  regional  school  district,  as  heretofore  amended,  is  hereby  amended 
in  its  entirety  to  read  as  follows: 

In  consideration  of  the  mutual  promises  herein  contained,  it  is  agreed 
by  and  among  the  towns  of  Hopedale,  Mendon  and  Upton  as  follows: 

SECTION  I.  REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
(A)  Composition 

The  Regional  District  School  Committee  (hereinafter  called  the 
Committee)  shall  consist  of  the  members  elected  for  terms  of  three  years 
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(except  as  otherwise  provided  in  subsections  I  (C)  and  I  (D)  who  shall 
each  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Four  mem¬ 
bers  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  town  of  Hopedale  and  three 
members  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  each  of  the  towns  of  Mendon 
and  Upton,  said  members  to  be  residents  of  the  respective  towns  by 
which  they  are  elected.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  in  this 
Agreement,  the  Committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  three  from  the 
town  of  Mendon  and  three  from  the  town  of  Upton,  until  the  effective 
date  of  Amendment  No.  4  to  this  Agreement,  as  provided  in  Section  XVI. 

(R)  Election  of  Members  from  Mendon  and  Upton 

The  towns  of  Mendcn  and  Upton  shall  each  continue  to  elect  one 
member  of  the  Committee  at  their  annual  town  elections  in  each  year. 

(C)  Election  of  Members  from  Hopedale  and  Appointment  of  Initial 
Members  from  Hopedale 

Not  later  than  ten  days  following  the  effective  date  of  this  amended 
agreement  as  provided  in  Section  XVI,  the  Hopedale  school  committee 
shall  appoint  four  persons  from  among  its  own  membership  to  serve 
as  members  of  the  Committee.  The  members  of  the  Committee  so  ap¬ 
pointed  shall  be  determined  by  lot  by  and  from  the  five  persons  then 
serving  as  members  of  the  Hopedale  school  committee.  Of  the  four  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Hopedale  school  committee  so  appointed  to  the  Committee, 
two  members  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  the 
annual  town  election  next  following  their  appointment,  one  member  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  from  said  date  and  one  member  shall  serve 
for  a  term  of  one  year  from  said  date.  The  terms  of  the  members  of  the 
Committee  initially  appointed  from  the  town  of  Hopedale  shall  be  de¬ 
termined  as  follows:  The  two  persons  so  appointed  who  at  the  time 
of  such  appointment  have  the  longest  terms  remaining  on  the  Hopedale 
school  committee  shall  each  serve  for  a  three-year  term  as  aforesaid; 
the  person  with  the  next  longest  remaining  term  shall  serve  for  a  two- 
year  term  as  aforesaid;  and  the  person  with  the  shortest  remaining  term 
shall  serve  for  a  one-year  term.  In  the  event  that  any  two  or  more  per¬ 
sons  so  appointed  for  a  one,  two  or  three-year  term  on  the  Committee 
have  the  same  remaining  term  on  the  Hopedale  school  committee,  the 
terms  of  such  persons  on  the  Committee  shall  be  determined  by  lot. 
Upon  the  expiration  of  the  initial  terms  of  office  of  the  members  appoint¬ 
ed  to  the  Committee  from  Hopedale  as  aforesaid,  their  successors  shall 
be  elected  at  the  annual  town  election  for  a  three-year  term. 

(D)  Changes  in  Committee  Membership 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Ageement,  on  or  before 
January  1  in  the  year  1982  and  in  every  tenth  year  thereafter  the  Com-

mittee  shall  determine,  on  the  basis  of  the  most  recently  published 
decennial  Federal  census,  the  total  population  of  all  the  member  towns 
and  the  respective  populations  of  each  member  town.  Membership  on  the 
Committee  shall  at  that  time  be  adjusted,  as  hereinafter  provided,  so 
that  the  number  of  members  of  the  Committee  from  each  member  town 
shall  be  determined  on  the  basis  of  the  ratio  of  the  population  of  such 
town  to  the  total  population  of  the  District  as  follows: 


Town’s  Percentage  of  Total  District  Population  Members 

less  than  15%  1 

15%  or  more  but  less  than  25%  2 

25%  or  more  but  less  than  35%  3 

35%  or  more  but  less  than  45%  4 

45%  or  more  but  less  than  55%  5 

55%  or  more  but  less  than  65%  6 

65%  or  more  but  less  than  75%  7 

75%  or  more  but  less  than  85%  8 

85%  or  more  9 


If  a  member  town  shall  be  entitled  to  one  or  more  additional  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee,  as  provided  above,  such  additional  member  or 
members  from  such  town  shall  be  elected  to  the  Committee  at  the  annual 
town  election  next  following  the  January  1  on  or  before  which  the  de¬ 
termination  of  population  was  made.  The  initial  term  of  one  such  addi¬ 
tional  member  shall  expire  in  the  latest  year  (not  more  than  three)  in 
which  the  least  number  of  members  from  the  town  in  which  he  resides 
would  otherwise  be  elected  and  the  initial  term  or  terms  of  any  further 
such  additional  member  or  members  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  terms 
of  the  least  number  of  members  from  that  town  shall  expire  in  any  year. 
If  the  population  of  a  member  town  shall  at  any  time  cause  its  member¬ 
ship  on  the  Committee  to  be  reduced,  such  town  shall  at  its  next  annual 
town  election  (or  if  the  reduction  be  by  more  than  one,  at  its  next  and 
each  subsequent  annual  town  election  until  it  has  the  requisite  number 
of  members)  elect  one  less  than  the  number  of  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  from  that  town  whose  terms  expire.  Nothwithstanding  any  such 
reduction  in  membership,  each  elected  member  shall  serve  until  the 
expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  or  she  was  elected. 

(E)  Vacancies 

If  a  vacancy  occurs  among  the  members  of  the  Committee,  the 
selectmen  and  the  remaining  Committee  members  from  the  town  from 
which  the  vacancy  occurs  shall  appoint  a  member  to  serve  until  the 
next  annual  town  election,  at  which  annual  election  a  successor  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term,  if  any. 
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(F)  Powers  and  Duties 

The  Committee  shall  have  all  the  powers  conferred  and  all  the  duties 
imposed  by  this  Agreement  as  amended  and  any  laws  generally  applic¬ 
able  to  regional  school  districts,  including  Sections  16  to  161,  inclusive, 
of  Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws,  and  any  amendments  or  additions 
thereto  now  in  effect  or  hereafter  enacted;  and  shall  have  all  the  powers 
and  duties  conferred  and  imposed  upon  school  committees  by  law 

(G)  Organization 

Annually  following  the  election  and  qualification  of  members,  the 
Committee  shall  organize  and  choose  by  ballot  a  chairman  and  a  vice 
chairman  from  its  membership.  At  the  same  meeting  or  at  any  other 
meeting  the  Committee  shall  appoint  a  treasurer  and  secretary  who  may 
be  the  same  person  but  who  need  not  be  members  of  the  Committee, 
and,  to  any  extent  that  such  matters  have  not  previously  been  determined 
by  by-law  or  vote  of  the  Committee,  shall  choose  such  other  officers  as 
it  deems  advisable,  determine  the  terms  of  office  of  its  officers  (except 
the  chairman  and  vice  chairman  who  shall  be  elected  annually  as  pro¬ 
vided  above)  and  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of  any  of  its  officers, 
fix  the  time  and  place  for  its  regular  meetings,  and  provide  for  the 
calling  of  special  meetings. 

SECTION  II.  LOCATION  AND  LEASING  OF  SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

(A)  Location 

In  addition  to  the  existing  regional  school  facilities,  any  facility  con¬ 
structed  for  the  purpose  of  accommodating  pupils  from  any  two  or  more 
of  the  member  towns  shall  be  located  within  a  radius  of  six  miles  from 
the  junction  of  Mendon  Street  in  Upton  and  North  Avenue  in  Mendon. 
A.ny  new  school  facility  constructed  for  the  purpose  of  accommodating 
pupils  primarily  from  a  particular  member  town  shall  be  located  in 
such  town. 

(B)  Leasing 

The  town  of  Mendon  is  hereby  authorized  to  lease  to  the  Regional 
School  District  all  the  premises  and  buildings  presently  known  as  the 
Henry  P.  Clough  School.  The  town  of  Upton  is  hereby  authorized  to 
lease  to  the  Regional  School  District  all  the  premises  and  buildings 
presently  known  as  (1)  the  Upton  Memorial  School  and  (2)  the  George 
S.  Ball  School.  The  town  of  Hopedale  is  hereby  authorized  to  lease  to 
the  Regional  School  District  all  the  premises  and  buildings  presently 
known  as  (1)  the  Dutcher  Street  School,  (2)  the  Memorial  School,  (3) 
the  Park  Street  School,  (4)  the  Hopedale  Junior-Senior  High  School.  Each 
of  the  leases  authorized  above  shall  be  for  a  term  of  twenty  years  and 
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the  term  shall  commence  on  the  date  when  the  Committee  assumes 
jurisdiction  of  the  pupils  in  the  grades  served  by  said  schools.  Each  of 
the  leases  shall  contain  a  provision  for  the  extension  of  the  term  thereof 
for  an  additional  term  not  in  excess  of  twenty  years,  renewable  at  any 
time  during  the  term,  at  the  option  of  the  Committee.  Each  of  the  leases 
shall  contain  provisions  authorizing  the  Regional  District  to  insure, 
repair,  improve,  alter  or  remodel  any  of  the  leased  buildings.  No  rental 
lease  involving  a  member  town  shall  be  on  such  other  terms  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  selectmen  thereof  and  the  Committee,  who  shall 
execute  the  lease  for  the  member  town  and  the  Regional  School  District, 
respectively. 


SECTION  III.  TYPE  OF  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

The  Regional  School  District  shall  comprise  all  grades  from  kinder¬ 
garten  through  grade  twelve. 

SECTION  IV.  APPORTIONMENT  AND  PAYMENT  OF  COSTS 
(A)  Definitions  of  Costs 

For  the  purpose  of  apportioning  assessments  levied  by  the  District 
against  the  member  towns,  costs  shall  be  divided  into  three  categories: 
capital  costs,  special  operating  costs,  and  operating  costs. 

1.  Capital  costs.  Capital  costs  shall  consist  of  the  costs  of  (1) 
acquiring  land  and  constructing,  reconstructing,  adding  to,  and  equipping 
a  school  building  or  buildings,  (2)  remodeling  and  make  extraordinary 
repairs  to  a  school  building  or  buildings,  (3)  the  construction  of  sewerage 
systems  and  sewage  treatment  and  disposal  facilities,  (4)  the  purchase 
or  use  of  such  sewerage  systems  with  municipalities,  (5)  leasing,  with 
an  option  to  purchase,  of  equipment  for  educational  purposes,  (6)  any 
other  capital  projects  or  acquisitions  which  the  District  may  be  author¬ 
ized  to  finance  by  borrowing  and  (7)  debt  service  on  bonds  or  notes  of 
the  District  used  to  finance  capital  costs. 

2.  Special  operating  costs.  Special  operating  costs  shall  include 
the  net  cost  of  evening,  graduate  and  extension  courses  or  any  other 
types  of  courses,  including  vocational  education  programs,  which  are 
offered  by  the  District  to  persons  other  than  pupils  attending  a  regular 
district,  comprehensive  school  program  in  any  of  the  grades  K-12,  in¬ 
clusive. 

3.  Operating  costs.  Operating  costs  shall  consist  of  all  costs  of 
the  District  other  than  capital  costs  and  special  operating  costs.  (B) 
Apportionment  of  Capital  Costs, 
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Capital  costs  shall  be  apportioned  separately  with  respect  to  each 
district  school  facility.  Such  costs  for  each  facility  shall  be  apportioned 
among  the  member  towns  for  each  fiscal  year  on  the  basis  of  each 
town’s  enrollment  (if  any)  in  such  school  on  October  1  of  the  preceding 
year.  Each  member  town’s  share  for  each  fiscal  year  shall  be  determined 
by  computing  to  the  nearest  one  hundreth  of  one  per  cent  the  ratio  which 
that  town’s  pupil  enrollment  in  such  school  facility  on  October  1  of  the 
year  next  preceding  the  year  for  which  the  apportionment  is  determined 
bears  to  the  total  pupil  enrollment  from  all  the  member  towns  in  that 
school  facility  on  the  same  date.  In  the  event  that  enrollment  in  any 
school  facility  has  not  been  accomplished  by  October  1  of  any  year, 
capital  costs  shall  be  apportioned  on  the  basis  of  the  enrollment  on  the 
previous  October  1  of  pupils  in  the  grades  of  each  town  for  which  the 
facility  is  being  planned,  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Committee. 

(C)  Apportionment  of  Special  Operating  Costs 

Special  operating  costs  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  member  towns 
on  the  basis  of  the  ratio  which  the  enrollment  of  pupil  hours  of  residents 
of  each  member  town  in  courses  described  in  subsection  IV  (A)  (2)  for 
the  fiscal  year  next  preceding  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  apportion¬ 
ment  is  determined  bears  to  the  total  enrollment  of  pupils  hours  in 
courses  described  in  subsection  IV  (A)  (2)  from  residents  of  all  mem¬ 
bers  towns  on  such  dates.  Enrollments  in  the  courses  described  in  sub¬ 
section  IV  (A)  (2)  shall  be  determined  on  the  basis  of  those  pupils  en¬ 
rolled  in  each  of  the  said  courses  as  of  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Monday  of  the  week  that  said  courses  commence. 

(D)  Apportionment  of  Operating  Costs 

Operating  costs  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  member  towns  for 
each  fiscal  year  on  the  basis  of  each  town’s  enrollment  in  the  regional 
district  schools,  wherever  located,  on  October  1  of  the  preceding  year. 
In  the  event  that  operating  costs  are  to  be  apportioned  (i)  for  any  fiscal 
year  in  which  no  pupils  were  enrolled  in  the  regional  district  schools 
on  the  previous  October  1  or  (ii)  on  account  of  the  budget  for  the  fiscal 
year  commencing  on  the  date  upon  which  the  District  assumes  jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  the  pupils  from  the  town  of  Hopedale  as  provided  in  Section 
XIV,  operating  costs  shall  be  apportioned  on  the  basis  of  the  enrollment 
in  all  the  grades  from  kindergarten  through  grade  twelve  of  pupils 
residing  in  each  member  town  and  receiving  education  at  such  town’s 
expense  on  October  1  of  the  next  year  preceding  the  year  for  which  the 
apportionment  is  determined. 
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(E)  Times  of  Payment  of  Apportioned  Costs 

1.  Capital  Costs.  At  least  fifteen  days  before  the  date  on  which 
any  indebtedness  (consisting  of  interest  or  principal  and  interest  on  bonds 
or  notes)  incurred  by  the  District  to  finance  capital  costs  is  payable, 
each  member  town  shall  pay  to  the  District  its  respective  share  of  the 
amount  which  is  so  payable  by  the  District  on  said  date.  All  other  capital 
costs  not  consisting  of  payments  on  account  of  indebtedness  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  operating  costs. 

2.  Special  Operating  Costs  and  Operating  Costs.  Each  member 
town  shall  pay  to  the  District  in  each  fiscal  year  its  proportionate  share, 
determined  as  provided  in  subsections  IV(C)  and  IV(D),  of  the  special 
operating  costs  and  operating  costs.  The  annual  share  of  each  member 
town  shall  be  paid  in  twelve  equal  installments  at  such  times  that  each 
installment  except  the  first  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
each  month  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  first  such  installment  shall  be 
paid  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  first  month  of  the  fiscal  year. 

SECTION  V.  TRANSPORTATION 

School  transportation  shall  be  provided  by  the  Regional  School  Dis¬ 
trict  and  the  most  thereof  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  member  towns 
as  operating  expense. 

SECTION  VI.  AMENDMENTS 

This  agreement  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided,  but  no  amendment  shall  be  made  which  shall  sub¬ 
stantially  impair  the  rights  of  the  holders  of  any  bonds  or  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  of  the  District  then  outstanding,  or  the  rights 
of  the  District  to  procure  the  means  for  payment  thereof,  provided  that 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the  admission  of  a  new  town  or 
towns  to  the  District  and  the  re  apportionment  accordingly  of  capital  costs 
of  the  District  represented  by  bonds  or  notes  of  the  District  then  out¬ 
standing  and  of  interest  thereon. 

Any  proposal  for  amendment,  except  a  proposal  for  amendment 
providing  for  the  withdrawal  of  a  member  town  (which  shall  be  acted 
upon  as  provided  in  Section  VIII),  may  be  initiated  by  a  majority  vote 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Committee  or  by  a  petition  signed  by  ten  per 
cent  of  the  registered  voters  of  any  one  of  the  member  towns.  In  the 
latter  case,  said  petition  shall  contain  at  the  end  thereof  a  certification 
by  the  town  clerk  of  such  member  town  as  to  the  number  of  registered 
voters  in  said  town  according  to  the  most  recent  voting  list  and  the  num¬ 
ber  of  signatures  on  the  petition  which  appear  to  be  the  names  of  reg- 
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istered  voters  of  said  town  and  said  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the 
secretary  of  the  Committee.  In  either  case,  the  secretary  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  mail  or  deliver  a  notice  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  each  of  the  member  towns  that  a  proposal  to  amend  this  agreement 
has  been  made  and  shall  enclose  a  copy  of  such  proposal  (without  the 
signatures  in  the  case  of  a  proposal  by  petition).  The  selectmen  of  each 
member  town  shall  include  in  the  warrant  for  the  next  annual  or  a  special 
town  meeting  called  for  this  purpose  an  article  stating  the  proposal  or 
the  substance  thereof.  Such  amendment  shall  take  effect  upon  its  ac¬ 
ceptance  by  all  of  the  member  towns,  acceptance  by  each  town  to  be 
by  a  majority  vote  at  a  town  meeting  as  aforesaid. 

SECTION  VII.  ADMISSION  OF  ADDITIONAL  TOWNS 

By  an  amendment  of  this  agreement  adopted  under  and  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  Section  VI  above,  any  other  town  or  towns  may  be  admitted 
to  the  Regional  School  District  upon  adoption  as  therein  provided  of  such 
amendment  and  upon  acceptance  by  the  town  or  towns  seeking  admis¬ 
sion  of  the  agreement  as  so  amended  and  also  upon  compliance  with 
such  provisions  of  law  as  may  be  applicable  and  such  terms  as  may  be 
set  forth  in  such  amendment. 

SECTION  VIII.  WITHDRAWAL 

The  withdrawal  of  a  member  town  from  the  District  may  be  effected 
by  an  amendment  to  this  agreement  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided 
by  this  section.  Any  member  town  seeking  to  withdraw  shall,  by  vote  at 
an  annual  or  special  town  meeting,  request  the  Committee  to  draw  up 
an  amendment  to  this  agreement  setting  forth  the  terms  by  which  such 
town  may  withdraw  from  the  District,  provided  (1)  that  the  town  seek¬ 
ing  to  withdraw  shall  remain  liable  for  any  unpaid  operating  costs  which 
have  been  certified  by  the  district  treasurer  to  the  treasurer  of  the  with¬ 
drawing  town,  including  the  full  amount  so  certified  for  the  year  in  which 
such  withdrawal  takes  effect  and  (2)  that  the  said  town  shall  remain 
liable  to  the  District  for  its  share  of  the  indebtedness,  other  than  tem¬ 
porary  debt  in  anticipation  of  revenue  of  the  District  outstanding  at  the 
time  of  such  withdrawal,  and  for  interest  thereon,  to  the  same  extent 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  though  the  town  had  not  withdrawn  from 
the  District,  except  that  such  liability  shall  be  reduced  by  any  amount 
which  such  town  has  paid  over  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  and  which  has 
been  applied  to  the  payment  of  such  indebtedness.  The  clerk  of  the  town 
seeking  to  withdraw  shall  notify  the  Committee  in  writing  that  such  town 
has  voted  to  request  the  Committee  to  draw  up  an  amendment  to  the 
agreement  (enclosing  a  certified  copy  of  such  vote.)  Thereupon,  the 
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Committee  shall  draw  up  an  amendment  to  the  agreement  setting  forth 
such  terms  of  withdrawal  as  it  deems  advisable,  subject  to  the  limita¬ 
tion  contained  in  subsection  VI(A).  The  secretary  of  the  Committee  shall 
mail  or  deliver  a  notice  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  each 
member  town  that  the  Committee  has  drawn  up  an  amendment  to  the 
agreement  providing  for  the  withdrawal  of  a  member  town  (enclosing 
a  copy  of  such  amendment).  The  selectmen  of  each  member  town  shall 
include  in  the  warrant  for  the  next  annual  or  a  special  town  meeting 
called  for  this  purpose  an  article  stating  the  amendment  or  the  substance 
thereof.  Such  amendment  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  all 
of  the  member  towns,  acceptance  by  each  town  to  be  by  a  majority 
vote  at  a  town  meeting  as  aforesaid.  The  withdrawing  town’s  annual  share 
of  any  future  installment  of  principal  and  interest  on  obligations  out¬ 
standing  on  the  effective  date  of  its  withdrawal  shall  be  fixed  at  the 
percentage  prevailing  for  such  town  at  the  last  annual  apportionment 
made  next  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  the  withdrawal.  The  remainder 
of  any  such  installment  after  substracting  the  shares  of  any  town  or 
towns  which  have  withdrawn  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  remaining  mem¬ 
ber  towns  in  the  manner  provided  in  subsection  IV(D)  or  as  may  be 
otherwise  provided  in  the  amendment  providing  for  such  withdrawal. 

Upon  the  effective  date  of  withdrawal  the  terms  of  office  of  all 
members  serving  on  the  regional  district  school  committee  from  the 
withdrawing  town  shall  terminate  and  the  total  memberhip  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  be  decreased  accordingly. 

Money  received  by  the  District  from  the  withdrawing  town  for  pay¬ 
ment  of  funded  indebtedness  or  interest  thereon  shall  be  used  only  for 
such  purpose  and  until  so  used  shall  be  deposited  in  trust  in  the  name 
of  the  District  with  a  Massachusetts  bank  or  trust  company  having  a 
combined  capital  and  surplus  of  not  less  than  $5,000,000 

SECTION  IX.  AUTHORIZATION  OF  DEBT 

The  incurring  of  indebtedness  by  the  district  shall  be  approved  by 
the  registered  voters  in  the  member  towns  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  71,  Section  16  (n),  of  the  General  Laws. 

SECTION  X.  BUDGET 

Within  sixty  days  after  the  regional  district  school  committee  is 
organized,  it  shall  prepare  a  reasonably  detailed  operating  and  main¬ 
tenance  budget  covering  expenses,  if  any,  for  the  balance  of  the  then 
fiscal  year.  Copies  of  such  proposed  budget  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Finance  or  Advisory  Committee  of  each  member  town 
for  its  consideration.  A  budget  shall  be  adopted  within  twenty-one  days 
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after  the  proposed  budget  has  been  so  submitted.  The  amount  of  the  said 
budget  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  member  towns  according  to  the 
provisions  in  Section  IV  hereof.  The  treasurer  shall  certify  to  each  mem¬ 
ber  town  its  respective  share  of  said  budget.  The  sums  thus  certified 
shall  be  payable  by  each  member  town  to  the  regional  district  school 
committee  but  only  from  funds  which  may  be  or  may  have  been  appro¬ 
priated  by  each  member  town  for  such  purpose. 

Thereafter,  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the 
Committee  adopts  its  final  budget  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  annually  prepare  a  tentative  operating  and  maintenance 
budget,  including  therein  provision  for  any  installment  of  principal  or 
interest  to  become  due  in  such  year  on  any  bonds  or  other  evidence  of 
indebtedness  of  the  District.  The  said  budget  shall  be  in  reasonable 
detail,  including  the  amounts  payable  under  the  classification  of  expenses 
as  recommended  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  Copies 
of  such  budget  shall  be  mailed  to  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  or  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee  of  each  member  town. 

Not  later  than  fifteen  days  following  the  date  on  which  copies  of  the 
tentative  operating  and  maintenance  budget  are  mailed  to  the  chairman 
of  the  Finance  or  Advisory  Committee  of  each  member  town  as  aforesaid, 
the  Committee  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  within  the  District,  after  post¬ 
ing  in  at  least  two  public  places  in  each  town,  at  least  seven  days  in 
advance  of  the  hearing,  a  notice  stating  the  time,  place,  and  purpose  of 
the  hearing  and  giving  such  further  notice  as  may  be  required  by  law. 
At  such  hearing,  the  Committee  shall  present  the  tentative  regional 
school  district  budget  and  shall  answer  any  reasonable  inquiries  with 
respect  thereto.  The  Committee  shall  adopt  an  annual  operating  and 
maintenance  budget  on  or  before  the  latest  date  therefor  permitted  by 
State  law,  but  in  no  event  later  than  March  31.  Said  budget  shall  include 
debt  and  interest  charges  as  a  separate  item,  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year, 
and  the  said  Committee  shall  apportion  the  amounts  necessary  to  be 
raised  in  order  to  meet  the  said  budget  in  accordance  with  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  subsections  (B),  (C),  and  (D)  of  Section  IV.  The  amounts  so 
apportioned  for  each  member  town  shall,  not  later  than  thirty  days 
following  adoption  of  the  final  annual  budget,  be  certified  by  the  district 
treasurer  to  the  treasurers  of  the  member  towns,  and  each  town  shall 
appropriate  the  amounts  so  certified 


SECTION  XI.  TUITION  STUDENTS 

Students  residing  outside  the  regional  school  district  may  attend 
the  regional  district  schools  upon  approval  of  the  Committee  and  pay¬ 
ment  of  tuition  as  determined  by  such  Committee. 
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SECTION  XII.  EMPLOYMENT  OF  TEACHERS 

Any  teacher  whose  position  is  superseded  by  reason  of  the  establish¬ 
ment  and  operation  of  the  District  and  is  serving  at  the  discretion  of  a 
local  school  committee  of  a  member  town  on  the  June  1  next  preceding 
the  year  in  which  the  District  assumes  jurisdiction  of  the  pupils  in  the 
grades  being  taught  by  such  teacher,  shall  be  employed  by  the  Commit¬ 
tee  to  serve  at  its  discretion.  Any  teacher  in  any  of  the  grades  from  kin¬ 
dergarten  through  grade  twelve  who  is  employed  by  a  local  school  com¬ 
mittee  of  a  member  town  on  the  June  1  next  preceding  the  year  in 
which  the  District  assumes  jurisdiction  of  the  pupils  in  the  grades  be¬ 
ing  taught  by  such  teacher,  shall  be  given  preferred  consideration  for 
a  similar  position  in  the  District  schools  to  the  extent  that  such  posi¬ 
tions  exist  therein. 

SECTION  XIII.  ASSIGNMENT  OF  PUPILS 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section  XIII  and  of  Section  XIV, 
all  pupils  below  grade  five  in  all  the  member  towns  will  receive  their 
education  in  facilities  which  are  located  in  the  respective  towns  in  which 
said  pupils  reside,  except  that  in  the  cases  of  “exceptional”  children, 
the  Committee  may  provide  for  other  appropriate  arrangements.  The 
pupils  from  grade  five  through  grade  eight  who  reside  in  the  town  of 
Hopedale  shall  receive  their  education  in  facilities  located  with  the  town 
of  Hopedale.  The  pupils  of  grade  five  through  eight  of  Mendon  and 
Upton  shall  receive  their  education  in  the  facility  presently  known  as 
the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  Junior-Senior  High  School  or  in  any  facility 
that  may  later  be  constructed  to  replace  said  school.  Notwithstanding 
the  foregoing,  any  assignment  of  pupils  may  be  made  by  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Committee. 

SECTION  XIV.  JURISDICTION  OF  HOPEDALE  PUPILS 

The  Committee  shall  mail  by  registered  or  certified  mail  to  the 
local  school  committee  of  the  town  of  Hopedale  written  notice  of  the 
date  upon  which  the  Regional  District  School  shall  assume  jurisdiction 
over  the  pupils  in  grades  K-12  of  Hopedale,  which  date  shall  be  on  a 
July  1  not  prior  to  the  July  1  next  following  the  date  of  award  of  a  con¬ 
tract  for  the  construction  of  a  new  high  school  facility  to  house  the  stu¬ 
dents  from  grades  nine  through  twelve  of  the  member  towns  of  Hope- 
dale,  Mendon  and  Upton.  Said  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Committee 
to  the  local  school  committee  of  the  town  of  Hopedale  not  later  than 
January  1  of  the  year  in  which  the  District  assumes  jurisdiction  over 
the  pupils  in  grades  K-12  of  the  town  of  Hopedale.  Nothing  contained 
herein  shall  affect  the  obligation  of  the  town  of  Hopedale  to  provide 
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education  for  the  pupils  residing  in  said  town  attending  all  the  grades 
kindergarten  through  grade  twelve  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  Com¬ 
mittee  assumes  jurisdiction  over  said  pupils. 


SECTION  XV.  ACQUISITION  OF  SCHOOL  SITE 

By  its  vote  to  accept  this  agreement  as  amended,  the  town  of  Hope- 
dale  hereby  agrees  to  appropriate  and  pay  over  to  the  District  a  sum 
equal  to  41.80%  of  the  cost  to  the  District  of  certain  land  acquired  or 
to  be  acquired  by  the  District  and  conveyed  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  in  exchange  for  cer¬ 
tain  land  in  the  town  of  Upton  of  equal  value  conveyed  or  to  be  conveyed 
to  the  District  pursuant  to  Chapter  447  of  the  Acts  of  1973.  Upon  the 
acquisition  of  said  land  by  the  District,  the  District  treasurer  shall  notify 
the  selectmen  and  treasurer  of  the  town  of  Hopedale  of  the  amount  so 
payable  and  said  selectmen  and  treasurer  shall  promptly  make  arrange¬ 
ments  for  such  appropriation  and  payment,  provided  that  said  payment 
need  not  be  made  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  District  assumes  juris¬ 
diction  over  the  pupils  from  the  town  of  Hopedale,  as  provided  in  Sec¬ 
tion  XIV,  and  provided,  further,  that  the  town  of  Hopedale  may  elect 
to  pay  said  sum  in  not  more  than  three  equal  annual  installments,  the 
first  such  installment  to  be  paid  not  later  than  90  days  following  the  date 
on  which  the  District  assumes  jurisdiction  over  the  pupils  from  Hopedale. 


SECTION  XVI.  EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  AMENDMENT  NO.  4 

If  accepted  by  a  majority  vote  of  town  meetings  held  in  each  of 
the  towns  of  Hopedale,  Mendon  and  Upton  pursuant  to  Section  VII  of 
the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District  Agreement  as  amended, 
Amendment  No.  4  to  this  Agreement  shall  take  effect  on  the  thirty-first 
day  following  a  vote  of  the  Regional  District  School  Committee  to  author¬ 
ize  the  incurring  of  debt  for  constructing  a  new  high  school  facility  to 
house  the  students  from  grades  nine  through  twelve  of  the  towns  of  Hope- 
dale,  Mendon  and  Upton,  but  only  if  prior  to  that  date  none  of  the  towns 
of  Hopedale,  Mendon  and  Upton  shall  have  voted  at  a  town  meeting  to 
express  disapproval  of  the  amount  of  the  debt  so  authorized,  provided 
that  in  the  event  one  or  more  of  said  towns  shall  express  disapproval 
of  the  amount  of  debt  so  authorized,  the  Committee  may  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  towns  of  Hopedale,  Mendon  and  Upton  a  new  authoriza¬ 
tion  to  incur  debt  for  the  foregoing  purposes  and  if  none  of  the  said  towns 
shall  vote  to  express  disapproval  of  the  amount  of  such  new  authoriza¬ 
tion,  Amendment  No.  4  shall  take  effect  as  provided  in  this  section.  Un¬ 
less  said  Amendment  No.  4  shall  have  taken  effect,  as  aforesaid,  on  or 
before  July  1,  1975,  said  Amendment  No.  4  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect.

Finance  Committee  Peport 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mendon 


The  by-laws  of  the  ^own  o^  tendon  recruire  the  Finance  Committee 
to  consider  all  article  in  the  warrant  for  Town  Meetings  that  involve  the 
expenditure  of  money,  and  to  made  recommendations  in  reaard  to  the  action 
that  should  be  taken  thereon.. As  a  result  we  have  reviewed  in  detail  the 
budget  reouests  of  all  departments  as  well  as  the  articles  listed  in  the 
warrant  of  the  annual  '''own  Meeting. 

As  of  June  30,1975  the  Town  will  have  completed  it's  first  Fiscal 
Year  of  operation.  The  chance  from  a  calendar  vear  to  a  fiscal  year  has  been 
a  difficult  one  for  the  departments  of  the  Town.  The  format  of  the  budget 
expenditures  and  recommendations  is  the  same  as  for  the  1974-1975  fiscal  year. 
The  uncertainty  of  new  leoislation  could  change  the  reporting  periods  in 
future  years. 

The  Finance  Committee  conducted  a  wage  survey  of  all  hourly  paid 
and  salaried  employees  of  the  Town.  An  7%  wage  increase  is  recommended  for 
all  hourly  town  employees.  Salaried  emplovees  have  been  reviewed  on  an 
individual  basis  and  adiustments  have  been  recommended  where  there  has  been 
a  realignment  of  the  position  or  where  work  loads  have  sharply  increased. 

For  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30,1976,  the  Finance  Committee 
recommends  the  sum  of  $1,152,608.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  major  increases  in  the  town  operatincr  costs  are  due  in  part  to 
the  following: 

Clerical  hours  increase  mandated  bv  manv  new  state  laws  in  the 
area  of  tax  collector,  assessors,  General  Government,  and  building 
department  functions . 

Utility  and  heating  costs. 

Salary  and  wages  increases 

Implementation  of  Chapter  766  in  the  school  system. 

Maintenance  and  gasoline  costs  for  town  vehicles 

Operation  of  Sanitary  landfill 

Aid  to  Veterans 

The  maturina  debt  and  interest  on  the  Tenter  School  Loan  and  the 
Town  Beach  Loan  have  been  paid  off. 

Since  appropriations  made  at  the  1974  Town  meeting  provide  funds 
until  June  30,1975,  additional  transfers  will  occur  after  this  report  is 
prepared.  Trans ferf totaling  $2,403.89  have  been  made  as  of  this  time  and 
are  listed  below. 

Selectmen  Fxpense  $  420.69 

Town  Beach-Salary  &  Wage  875.00 

Town  Acct. -Fxpense  55.20 

Park  Dept.  Fxpense  53.00 

Town  Hall-Fxpense  950.00 

Veterans  Aoent  Fxpense  50.00 

Again  the  substantial  increase  in  the  school  budget  has  a  drastic 
effect  on  the  total  hudcret.  The  implementation  of  chapter  766  is  the 
major  factor  contributing  to  this  increase.  The  ^endon-Upton  Regional  School 
District  Committee  retnrned  $220,000.  in  credits  to  the  taxpayers  to 


alleviate  part  of  this  increase. 

The  Finance  Committe  recommends  that  the  Reserve  ^und  he  set  at 
$10,000.  for  the  1075-7$  fiscal  Year. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommendations  tor  Special  Articles  is  as 
fol lows  * 

Article  5.  The  Finance  Committe  continues  to  recommend  that  money 
appropriated  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  he  used  on  items  which  are 
capital  or  long  term  in  na  ture . 

Article  $.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  this  program, 
initiated  in  1072,  be  continued. 

Article  7.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  continuation  of  this 
prooram. 

Article  ft.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  unfavorable  action  on 
this  article  as  this  road  is  presently  beincr  repaired  maintained ,  and 
plowed  by  the  Town . 

Article  0 .  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  sum  of  $4,000. 
from  Fevenue  Sharincr  ^unds  he  used  to  refurbish  the  exterior  of  the 
’’’own  Hal  1 . 

Article  IQ.  '’’he  Finance  Committee  recommends  unfavorable  action  on  this 
article  as  an  ongoing  program  o^  resurfacing  Town  roads  has  been  in 
effect  since  1972.  ^bis  is  a  long  range  program  and  to  have  individual 
roads  he  considered  in  special  articles  defeats  the  purpose  of  our 
present  program. 

Article  12.  The  aopronriation  of  $10,000.  from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds 
will  provide  for  two(?)  baseball  fields  to  he  developed  on  the  Town 
pecre  ation  Area.  The  use  of  this  central  area  for  the  pleasure  of  the 
taxpayers  and  their  families  without  an  additional  tax  burden  should  be  of 
prime  interest  to  the  Town. 

Article  15.  In  prior  vears  monies  had  been  appropriated  for 
reconstruction  work  on  Parv  St.  For  some  vears,  no  monies  have  been  put 
into  this  existing  account  because  of  other  priorities.  Approptiatihg 
$3,158.55  from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  for  future  reconstruction  can  be 
accomnlised  without  added  tax  burden. 

Article  1$ .  The  Finance  Committee  recomme  nds  that  $120.00  be  taken 
from  Fevenue  sharing  funds  to  unarade  the  '’’owns  existing  street  liahts. 

The  Finance  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  of ficial s , employees ,  and 
citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the 
present  fiscal  vear.

The  followino  items  are  freouentlv  used  in  the  Annual 
town  Report  and  at  rpown  Meetinos.  'Riese  definitions  are  provided 
in  order  t*~  pive  vnu  a  better  understandi no  of  their  meaning: 

SURPLUS  REVENUE 

This  fund, often  referred  to  as  "Excess  &  Deficiency"  (E  &  D) 
represents  the  amount  bv  which  rash , Accounts  Receivable  and  other 
assets  exceed  the  liabilities  and  reserves. 

AVAILABLE  FUNDS 

A  Fund,  often  referred  to  as  "l'ree  Cash"  certified  annually  by 
the  State  Bureau  of  Accounts  bv  deductino  from  Surplus  Revenue 
all  uncollected  taxes  for  Drior  vears  and  overdrawn  accounts.  This 
fund  mav  be  used  bv  a  vote  of  the  '’’own  Meeting. 

BFSFPVF  FUND 

This  fund  is  established  bv  the  voters  at  the  annual  town 
meeting  and  mav  be  composed  of  the  followino:  (1)  an  appropriation 
not  exceeding  5%  of  the  preceding  vear's  tax  levy;  (2)  money 
appropriated  from  cverlav  Reserve;  or  (3)  both,  transfers  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  are  within  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Finance 
Committee  and  are  for  "extraordinarv  or  unforseen  expenditures . " 

STABILIZATION  FUND 

A  special  account  created  to  provide  a  reserve  for  capital 
expenditures.  Under  certain  conditions  the  State  will  match  sums 
taken  from,  this  fund  durino  the  first  vear  only;  and  in  amounts 
up  to  a  maximum  of  $100,000.  This  Fund  reduces  the  Bonding  costs  for 
Men don . 

OVERLAY 

The  overlay  is  the  amount  raised  by  the  Assessors  in  excess  of 
appropriations  and  other  charcres  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  fund 
to  cover  abatements  oranted  and  avoid  fractions  when  establishing  the 
tax  rate. 

overlay  reserve 

This  is  the  accumulated  amount  of  Overlav  for  various  years  not 
used  or  required  to  be  held  in  the  specific  Overlay  account  for  a 
given  year.  Tt  mav  be  used  by  a  vote  of  the  town  for  extraordinary 
or  unforseen  expenditures  or  voted  into  the  Reserve  Fund. 


noAD  MACHINERY  FUND 

The  Town  charges  for  municipally  owned  eauipment  used  on  State 
(Chapter  $0)  reimbursed  work.  mhi«s  charge  is  based  upon  acceptable 
raf°s  set  by  the  Mass.  p.p.w.  and  covers  such  enuipment  as  trucks, 
backhoes  and  rollers.  '’’he  income  is  then  deposited  into  this  account 
'T’hese  funds  are  later  appropriated  to  the  ^oad  Machinery  Account.

Report  read  by  Mr.  Wheeler  for  Planning  Board: 

On  Thursday,  Feb.  28,  1974  the  Mendon  Planning  Board  held  a  Public 
hearing  in  the  Town  Hall  commencing  at  7:30  P.M.  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  the  rezoning  of  a  certain  parcel  of  land  located  on  the 
westerly  side  of  Providence  Road  containing  approximately  44  acres 
from  residential  to  business  area.  This  hearing  was  held  in  accordance 
with  the  provision  of  Chapter  40 A,  Section  6  of  the  Massachusetts  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws  and  it  is  under  these  same  laws  that  this  report  is  given. 

Approximately  30  people  attended  this  hearing.  No  one  spoke  in 
specific  objection  to  the  issue  although  a  few  people  raised  questions 
about  the  effect  this  proposed  business  sub-division  would  have  on  present 
“wet”  areas  of  the  site  particularly  where  these  areas  are  close  to 
residential  properties.  One  individual  expressed  serious  concern  over 
the  possibility  of  flooding  in  the  Muddy  Brook  and  Hartford  Ave.  East 
where  Muddy  Brook  crosses  same  down  stream  from  the  site.  Assurances 
were  given  by  the  property  owners  engineer  that  this  proposed  business 
subdivision  would  not  overload  the  present  natural  and  man  made  im¬ 
provements  made  to  these  water  ways. 

The  Planning  Board  by  a  two  to  one  majority  recommends  this 
change  in  zoning  for  the  following  reasons. 

1.  The  limited  frontage  of  this  subdivision  on  Providence  Road  will 
not  deter  from  the  present  residential  land  use. 

2.  The  installation  of  business  will  bring  tax  dollars  at  a  relatively 
low  cost  to  the  Town. 

3.  It  is  assumed  that  this  development  will  occur  gradually  and 
that  the  Industrial  Park  will  not  be  build  up  immediately.

4.  The  land  as  it  is  presently  zoned  could  be  put  to  a  residential 
use  which  would  create  an  additional  tax  burden. 

5.  No  one  at  the  hearing  spoke  against  the  proposed  land  use. 

6.  The  present  land  owner  and  proposed  developer  has  and  we 
assume  shall  continue  in  this  development  to  create  and  maintain  an 
acceptable  facility  to  the  extent  that  the  facility  allows. 

A  minority  of  the  Planning  Board  recommends  against  the  zoning 
change  for  the  following  reason: 

1.  Industry  should  be  encouraged  on  the  recently  rezoned  area  of 
Route  16  and  140. 

2.  Ultimately  and  possibly  presently  businesses  may  need  water 
in  such  quantities  as  may  be  unavailable  by  on  site  wells. 

3.  By  changing  this  zoning  to  business  in  the  middle  of  a  resi¬ 
dential  district  a  precedent  might  well  be  established  which  might  en¬ 
courage  the  spot  zoning  of  business  districts  throughout  the  town.  Con¬ 
sidering  all,  the  Planning  Board  recommends  this  parcel  of  land  be  re¬ 
zoned  from  residential  to  business  area.

Reading  by  Mr.  Arthur  Ober  of  the  Planning  Board.  Report  to  the 
Selectmen  July  17,  1974.  From  the  Planning  Board.  Subject:  Hearing— 
Re-Zoning  Change. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  by  the  Planning  Board  in  the  upper  Town 
Hall,  June  13,  1974,  commencing  at  8:30  P.M. 

“Regarding  a  proposed  change  in  the  Zoning  By-Laws  which  would 
create  a  new  residential  zone  located  as  follows:  Westerly  from  North 
Avenue  to  the  Northbridge  Town  line  and  Northerly  from  Northbridge 
Road  to  the  Upton  Town  Line;  and  Easterly  from  North  Avenue  to  the 
Hopedale  Town  Line  and  Northerly  from  the  Massachusetts  Electric 
Company  power  line  easement,  where  same  is  located  easterly  of  North 
Avenue,  Northerly  to  the  Upton  Town  Line. 

The  minimum  lot  size  for  the  proposed  residential  district  shall  be 
60,000  square  feet  in  area,  and  150  feet  frontage  on  a  public  way.” 

Notice  of  this  hearing  was  made  in  accordance  with  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  the  laws  of  the  Town  of 
Mendon.  The  Planning  Board  spoke  in  favor  of  the  matter  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  reasons: 

(1)  All  of  this  land  is  of  a  high  elevation  and  a  certain  portion  of 
it  affords  a  distant  view  of  the  Boston  sky-line.  This  should  be  put  to 
such  a  use  so  as  to  derive  maximum  benefit  from  this  enemity. 

(2)  This  area  of  the  Town  if  relatively  free  of  non-residential 
development  and  the  residential  character  should  be  maintained. 

(3)  The  residences  in  this  area  are  on  the  average  of  higher  value 
and  quality  than  the  average  residence  in  town,  and  future  development 
should  support  these  values. 

(4)  The  soil  conditions  in  this  area  are  reported  to  have  good  drain¬ 
age  capabilities  which  is  undesirable  for  on  site  sewage  disposal  systems. 

A  general  discussion  was  held  and  the  attitude  of  the  participants 
was  generally  in  support  of  the  increase  in  lot  size.  It  is  the  recommen¬ 
dation  that  a  town  meeting  be  held  as  soon  as  possible  and  put  this  mat¬ 
ter  before  the  towns  people.  The  Planning  Board  recommends  its  accept¬ 
ance.  Discussion  followed  this  article  with  many  voiceing  their  apparent 
interest  to  this  motion.  Two-thirds  vote  needed.  Hand  vote  called  for. 
122  YES  10  NO.  Motion  carries.  Voted  to  amend  Chapter  IX  Town 
bylaws.

Summary 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment,  if  approved,  would  provide 
for  a  census  in  the  year  1975  and  every  tenth  year  thereafter  of  the 
inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town  as  a  basis  for  determining  the  repre¬ 
sentative,  senatorial  and  councillor  districts  for  the  ten  year  period  begin¬ 
ning  with  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  fourth  January  following  the  taking 
of  the  census,  provided  that  the  district  as  established  based  on  the  1971 
census  shall  terminate  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  1979.  The 
census  shall  specify  the  number  of  inhabitants  residing  in  each  precinct 
of  a  town  and  each  precinct  and  ward  of  a  city. 

Under  the  proposed  amendment,  the  House  of  Representatives  would 
consist  of  160  members,  in  contrast  to  the  present  membership  of  240,  and 
the  Senate  of  40  members.  The  General  Court  would,  at  its  first  regular 
session  after  the  year  in  which  the  census  is  taken,  divide  the  Common¬

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  repeal  section  2  of 
Article  46  of  the  Articles  of  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  (the  “anti-aid  amendment”,  so-called),  and  replace  it 
with  a  new  section  2,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  grants  in  aid  to  private 
higher  educational  institutions  or  to  students,  or  parents  or  guardians 
of  students,  attending  such  institutions. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  delete  the  first  clause  of  the  present 
section  2,  which  requires  that  all  moneys  raised  by  taxation  in  the  towns 
and  cities  for  the  support  of  public  schools,  and  all  moneys  appropriated 
by  the  Commonwealth  for  the  support  of  common  schools  shall  be  applied 
to  or  expended  in  only  those  schools  conducted  according  to  law  under 
the  order  and  superintendence  of  the  authorities  of  the  town  or  city  in 
which  the  money  is  expended.  The  effect  of  the  deletion  of  the  first  clause 
of  section  2  would  be  to  remove  the  constitutional  prohibition  against  the 
use  of  public  moneys,  which  have  been  raised  by  taxation  or  appropri¬ 
ated  for  support  of  public  schools,  for  grants  in  aid  to  private  higher 
educational  institutions  or  to  students,  or  parents  or  guardians  of  students 
attending  such  institutions.

is  not  publicly  owned  and  under  the  exclusive  control,  order  and  super-

Summary 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  revise  Article  78  of 
the  Articles  of  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  to  permit  the  expenditure 
of  money  from  the  highway  fund  for  mass  transportation  lines  and  other 
mass  transportation  purposes  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may 
direct.  The  highway  fund  includes  receipts  from  fees,  duties,  excises  and 
license  taxes  relating  to  registration,  operation  or  use  of  motor  vehicles 
and  taxes  from  the  sale  of  motor  vehicle  fuels.  The  expenditure  of  money

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Summary 

Provisions  of  the  act  establish  an  independent  Corrupt  Practices 
Commission,  with  five  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  to 
staggered  five  year  terms.  The  Commission  has  subpoena  powers  and 
is  to  investigate,  by  means  of  secret  hearings,  candidates’  compliance 
with  all  state  and  federal  laws  relating  to  political  campaign  contri¬ 
butions  and  expenditures  and  corrupt  practices.  If  probable  cause  is 
shown,  the  Commission  is  required  to  direct  the  Attorney  General  to 
take  further  action  in  the  proper  form  and  is  required  to  make  public 
a  report  of  such  action.  In  cases  involving  the  campaign  practices  of 
the  Attorney  General  himself,  a  special  attorney  is  to  be  appointed. 
If  no  probable  cause  is  shown,  the  Commission  is  to  state  so  publicly. 

Further,  the  proposed  act  extends  the  application  of  the  current 
statute  regarding  the  disclosure  of  campaign  expenditures  and  contri¬ 
butions,  to  all  candidates  for  office  above  the  town  and  city  level,  with 
the  exception  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States.  The 
act  requires  all  such  candidates  to  receive  and  disburse  all  amounts 
greater  than  $25  by  check,  and  makes  it  a  crime  to  knowingly  receive 
cash  payment  from  a  candidate  or  his  committee  for  a  service  costing 
more  than  $25.  The  act  also  requires  candidates  to  designate  a  single 
bank  as  depository  of  funds  and  as  recordkeeper,  with  records  of  receipts 
and  expenditures  to  be  open  to  public  scrutiny. 

Provisions  of  the  act  extend  present  campaign  spending  limits  to 
cover  all  media  expenses  and  require  all  media  firms  (including:  tele¬ 
vision,  radio,  newspaper,  billboard,  magazine,  advertising,  public  rela¬ 
tions,  printing,  opinion  polling,  computer,  telephone,  telegraph)  to  report 
the  purchase  of  media  services  by  candidates.  Media  expenses  of  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  offices  of  district  attorney,  clerk  of  court,  register  of  probate 
and  insolvency,  register  of  deeds,  county  commissioner,  county  treasurer 
and  sheriff  are  limited  to  $.07  for  each  resident  of  the  respective  electoral 
district.  Other  provisions  of  the  act  require  candidates,  upon  official 
announcement  or  filing  of  nomination  papers,  to  report  all  political 
receipts  and  expenditures  since  the  date  of  the  last  general  election  for 
the  office  sought,  and  count  such  expenditures  toward  spending  limits. 
The  act  also  limits  candidates  to  one  political  committee. 

The  act  establishes  a  maximum  penalty  of  one  year  imprisonment 
and/or  $10,000  fine  for  individuals  engaged  in  corrupt  practices,  and  a 
$50,000  fine  for  corporations  so  involved.  In  addition,  the  Attorney  General 
is  permitted  to  bring  an  action  for  the  removal  of  a  candidate  whose 
election  was  materially  aided  by  corrupt  practices  on  the  part  of  the 
candidate  or  one  acting  in  his  behalf,  where  such  removal  is  otherwise 
authorized  by  law.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MENDON-UPTON 
REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

Among  the  many  problems  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School 
District  Committee  has  to  solve  each  year,  the  most  prevalent  one  is 
space.  As  a  possible  solution  to  this  problem,  representatives  from  Men- 
don,  Upton  and  Hopedale  (otherwise  known  as  the  Regional  Planning 
Committee)  continued  working  toward  Regionalization. 

In  February,  1974,  the  Regional  Planning  Committee  worked  on  edu¬ 
cational  specifications  and  facilities  for  a  proposed  new  three-town 
regional  high  school.  After  many  meetings  and  countless  hours  of  work, 
the  case  of  Regionalization  was  brought  to  the  people.  Regionalization 
was  defeated  in  March. 

We  thank  the  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee  Members  and  the  State 
Department  of  Education  for  the  time  they  gave  to  our  communities  in 
trying  to  carry  out  Regionalization. 

On  May  28,  1974,  it  was  voted  to  employ  Dr.  John  E.  Marshall  as 
Educational  Consultant.  After  studying  a  report  presented  by  Dr.  Mar¬ 
shall,  the  School  Committee  voted  to  go  in  the  direction  of  a  new  high 
school.  The  size  of  the  School  Building  Advisory  Committee  was  increased 
to  five  members  from  each  town,  one  of  the  members  from  each  town 
was  a  school  committee  member.  The  School  Committee  members, 
along  with  the  School  Building  Advisory  Committee  members,  have 
visited  several  high  schools  in  the  surrounding  communities  and  are 
gathering  information  from  various  sources.  In  1975,  we  will  be  asking 
the  voters  of  both  towns  to  approve  the  construction  of  a  new  high 
school. 

The  transferring  of  properties  (VanBossuyt  and  Cardinal)  for  the 
land  off  Pleasant  Street  in  Upton  is  impending.  There  have  been  many 
road-blocks  with  this  transfer  which  have  caused  aggravating  delays 
but  the  end  is  near. 

In  order  to  help  alleviate  the  space  problem,  portable  classrooms 
were  rented  for  Mendon  and  Upton  in  1973.  However,  this  is  not  a  solu- 
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tion  to  the  problem  but  only  a  temporary  relief.  The  problem  of  space 
can  be  further  recognized  by  the  fact  that  the  school  population  has 
increased  from  1,496  in  the  year  1973,  to  1,573  in  the  year  1974.  Because 
of  the  increase  in  kindergarten  enrollment  from  112  in  the  year  1973, 
to  139  in  the  year  1974,  a  third  kindergarten  class  had  to  be  established 
in  a  small  room  in  the  basement  of  the  Henry  P.  Clough  School  and  a 
third  classroom  was  added  at  the  Memorial  School.  At  this  writing,  it  is 
not  known  how  much  of  an  increase  will  be  forthcoming  for  the  next  school 
year. 

Because  of  our  overcrowded  situation,  needs  in  the  occupational 
training  areas  are  not  being  met.  It  is  the  children  who  are  being 
deprived.  As  voters,  we  need  your  support.  We  have  space  needs  in 
our  school  system  and  we  need  your  help. 

According  to  State  law,  Chapter  766  had  to  be  implemented  by 
September,  1974.  This  has  been  a  learning  experience.  The  School  Com¬ 
mittee  joined  the  Blackstone  Valley  Special  Needs  Collaborative  along 
with  six  other  towns  for  the  fullfillment  of  Chapter  766.  Cooperating  in 
this  way,  we  have  been  able  to  solve  needs  for  our  children  in  these 
special  areas  at  a  minimum  cost. 

Through  the  efforts  of  our  Principal,  Mr.  Anthony  H.  Gulla,  Jr., 
Miss  Lucille  Gilbert,  Business  Education  department  head  and  the  staff 
at  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School,  we  received  approval  of  two  Federally 
funded  projects.  One  grant,  in  the  amount  of  $9,513  was  for  Office  Occu¬ 
pations  and  the  other  grant,  in  the  amount  of  $20,865  was  for  Typing 
and  Related  Occupations.  Under  the  Federal  grant,  Felice  Scechtman 
was  appointed  as  Work-study  Program  Director. 

Among  the  many  occurrences  in  1974,  was  the  implementation  of  a 
school  radio  station  at  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  which  was  started 
by  the  students  in  February  and  was  in  full  operation  in  May.  The  Music 
department  had  several  exchange  concerts  with  other  communities.  The 
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Open  Court  reading  system  has  been  very  successful  and  extended  from 
kindergarten  through  the  third  grade.  Title  I  summer  program  which 
is  very  successful  has  been  continued.  Several  meetings  with  the  Student 
Advisory  Committee  members  were  held.  These  meetings  helped  the 
School  Committee  to  become  aware  of  the  ideas  and  thoughts  of  the 
students  and  to  allow  for  better  communication.  Release  days  were  con¬ 
tinued  in  order  that  the  teachers  could  better  coordinate  their  various 
programs,  kindergarten  through  grade  twelve.  The  year  1974,  also 
brought  the  retirement  of  Richard  Hickmott,  custodian  at  the  Henry  P. 
Clough  School.  We  appreciate  his  efforts  over  the  past  years.  Also,  we 
appreciate  the  efforts  and  support  of  the  Upton  Citizens’  Advisory  Group 
(CAGE). 

Ceremonies  were  held  dedicating  the  gymnasium  at  Nipmuc  Regional 
High  School  to  the  memory  of  Wilho  Frigard,  a  devoted  principal  for 
many  years. 

It  is  also  with  deep  regret  that  we  recall  the  deaths  of  Janet  Stock- 
well,  school  nurse  for  the  District  for  14  years;  Laurie  Thompson,  bus 
contractor  in  the  system  for  many  years,  and  Attorney  J.  Laurence 
Doyle,  School  Attorney.  Attorney  Henry  C.  Walker  was  appointed  School 
Counsel. 

Mrs.  Nancy  Bradley  of  Mendon  and  Mrs.  Cynthia  Seitz  of  Upton 
were  re-elected  as  School  Committee  Members.  Mr.  Allan  Byrne  was 
appointed  Vice  Principal  at  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  after  the 
resignation  of  David  Flynn.  Steven  Gressak  was  appointed  to  the  Guid¬ 
ance  Department. 

For  the  first  time,  the  teachers  had  a  Massachusetts  Teachers 
Association  Negotiator  and  the  School  Committee  had  Attorney  Henry 
Stewart  to  help  them  work  on  a  contract.  As  a  result,  a  two-year  contract 
was  agreed  upon.  A  two-year  agreement  has  also  been  worked  out  with 
the  secretaries,  custodians  and  cafeteria. 
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Because  of  the  energy  crisis  at  the  beginning  of  1974,  school  build¬ 
ings  were  closed  to  outside  organizations  but  as  the  crisis  eased,  they 
were  reopened  to  be  used  by  many  groups  for  diversified  purposes. 

The  School  Committee  is  very  grateful  to  our  Superintendent  and  all 
other  staff  members,  and  to  the  townspeople  for  their  cooperation  during 
this  past  year.

REPORT  OF 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  Committee 
And  the  Citizens  of  Mendon  and  Upton : 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  third  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Contacting  and  working  with  State  agencies  have  occupied  a  large 
part  of  the  efforts  of  this  office  during  1974. 

In  February  of  1974  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  approved 
the  transfer  of  the  47  acre  parcel  of  the  Upton  State  Forest  to  the  Mendon- 
Upton  Regional  School  District.  The  Board  also  accepted  as  land  of 
equal  value,  the  VanBossuyt  tract  and  the  Cardinal  property.  The  actual 
transfer  is  now  being  consummated. 
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Commissioner  of  Education,  Gregory  Anrig,  in  February,  1974, 
wrote  the  following  to  your  Committee  when  the  Hopedale  regionalization 
proposal  was  under  consideration  and  I  quote,  “When  Mendon  and  Upton 
decided,  in  1969,  to  extend  their  regional  agreement  from  a  7-12  district 
to  include  all  the  level  from  kindergarten  through  grade  twelve,  they 
were  a  leader  in  the  K-12  movement.” 

In  March  of  1974,  your  Chairperson,  Mrs.  Noonan,  Assessor  Nahra 
and  your  Superintendent,  testified  at  a  Legislative  Hearing  before  the 
Joint  Education  Committee  on  House  Bill  No.  49.  This  bill  became  law 
and  is  now  known  as  Chapter  492  of  the  Acts  of  1974.  This  Law  increases 
general  State  aid  for  operating  expenses  of  a  regional  school  district 
and  provides  for  a  maximum  reimbursement  of  75%  for  construction 
projects  of  regional  school  districts  which  include  kindergarten  through 
grade  twelve. 

Associate  Commissioner  Black,  in  a  letter  to  us  stated,  “Your  com¬ 
ments  in  support  of  the  Department’s  Legislation  was  most  helpful  and 
I’m  sure  was  of  great  value  to  the  Education  Committee  in  their  delib¬ 
erations  on  the  bill.” 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  School  Building  Assistance 
Bureau  concerning  new  facilities.  School  Plant  Specialist,  Stephen  Hart, 
in  meeting  with  the  School  Committee  in  October  of  1974  wrote  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  “May  I  commend  you  and  the  many  local  authorities  in  attend¬ 
ance  for  a  clear  cut  outline  of  the  goal  that  you  wish  to  achieve.  The 
evident  unanimity  of  opinion  that  the  highest  priority  in  your  long-range 
plan  was  the  construction  of  a  new  regional  high  school  on  a  site,  was 
most  stimulating.  This  would,  of  course,  include  the  program  which  would 
effect  local  occupational  offerings  as  to  number  and  nature;  said  offer¬ 
ings  would  be  evaluated  because  of  future  involvement  with  the  proposed 
regional  vocational  technical  high  school. 

May  I  summarize  my  understanding  of  the  major  areas  of  discussion 
which  took  place. 

1.  The  question  of  the  expansion  of  the  region  to  include  Hopedale  had 

been  explored  and  the  proposal  had  been  defeated. 
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2.  Our  regional  bureau  participated  in  this  effort  and  had  explained  the 
implication  to  you. 

3.  The  impact  of  Chapter  492.  as  it  applies  to  the  current  proposal  or 
other  worthwhile  alternatives,  will  be  further  clarified  by  our 
regional  bureau. 

4.  Dr.  John  Marshall’s  long-range  plan  has  been  approved  by  your 
authorities  and  has  been  submitted  to  our  office. 

5.  We  would  subscribe  to  the  conclusions  which  are — that  the  two  top 
priorities  are  the  construction  of  a  new  high  school  on  a  new  site  and 
the  conversion  of  the  present  high  school  to  a  middle  school. 

6.  We  would  consider  the  meeting  to  be  a  Building  Needs  Conference 
for  the  beginning  of  planning  for  the  new  high  school. 

7.  The  new  site  would  be  a  large  area  opposite  the  existing  Blackstone 
Valley  Regional  Vocational  High  School. 

8.  It  was  understood  that  we  would  begin  to  work  on  the  procedural 
matters  leading  to  the  implementation  of  this  tentative  proposal.” 

Mrs.  Janet  Stockwell,  a  nurse  in  our  region,  died  in  November  of 
1974.  She  was  dedicated  to  her  students  and  to  the  system.  Her  life  is  an 
inspiration  to  us  all. 

I  refer  you  to  other  portions  of  this  report,  especially  that  of  the 
School  Committee,  the  High  School  Principal,  the  Elementary  Supervisor, 
and  the  financial  and  statistical  records  for  a  more  complete  review  of 
the  Mendon-Upton  schools. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  of  those  who  have  given  their 
cooperation  and  support,  school  committee  members,  school  staff  per¬ 
sonnel,  and  townspeople.

REPORT  OF  THE 

ELEMENTARY  SUPERVISOR  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  major  problem  in  the  school  district  is  space  and  facilities.  A 
new  high  school  is  needed  to  alleviate  space  problems  at  the  elementary 
level,  Our  school  committee  is  pressing  ahead  with  plans  to  solve  the 
difficulty,  and  your  help,  understanding  and  support  are  needed.  As 
Elementary  Supervisor,  I  invite  you  to  visit  our  schools  at  anytime  to 
view  the  conditions  as  they  exist.  Please,  reserve  judgments  until  you 
actually  see  the  situation. 

For  the  1975-1976  school  year,  an  additional  first  grade  teacher  will 
be  needed  at  the  Henry  P.  Clough  School.  The  Henry  P.  Clough  School 
has  three  sections  of  kindergarten  classes  while  grades  one  through  seven 
have  only  two  classes  each.  The  present  kindergarten  class  has  an  enroll¬ 
ment  of  seventy -five  (75)  pupils.  Educationally,  we  cannot  allow  for 
only  two  teachers,  each  with  thirty-seven  pupils  in  the  first  grade  for 
next  year,  or  any  grade  for  that  matter.  There  has  to  be  three  (3)  first 
grade  teachers  next  year.  Where  do  we  put  the  additional  class  next 
year?  If  we  are  to  keep  the  pupils  in  the  Henry  P.  Clough  School,  another 
portable  classroom  will  be  necessary. 

The  elementary  schools  in  both  Towns  do  not  have  adequate  space 
for  special  needs  services,  music,  art,  etc.  These  students  are  placed 
in  closets,  hallways,  boiler  rooms,  i.e.  wherever  a  station  is  available. 

A  kindergarten  through  grade  four  organizational  plan,  with  minor 
modifications,  would  alleviate  the  situation  for  some  years  to  come 
depending,  of  course,  on  the  immigration  factor. 

The  Open  Court  Correlated  Language  Arts  Program  now  operates 
in  grades  kindergarten  through  three  with  excellent  reports  from  staff 
and  parents.  This  program  will  be  adopted  for  grade  four  next  year. 
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Title  I  Federal  Funds  were  again  used  to  conduct  a  summer  pro¬ 
gram  for  pupils  needing  help  in  reading.  The  plan  was  written  and 
directed  by  Gordon  Merten. 

Mrs.  Barbara  E.  Burke,  Elementary  Librarian,  reported  a  good 
program  for  the  year.  Mrs.  Burke  made  good  use  of  local,  Federal  and 
in  Upton,  the  Risteen  Fund  for  the  enhancement  of  the  library7  system. 
The  libraries  in  both  Towns  are  staffed  with  parent  volunteers  whose 
services  are  vitally  needed  and  appreciated. 

Mrs.  Joyce  Hoberg  and  Mrs.  Elvira  Townsend,  school  nurses,  have 
been  involved  in  clinics,  home  visits,  school  registration,  in  addition 
to  the  normal  routines  of  the  nurse’s  office  and  other  actvities  related 
to  school  health  problems. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  recall  the  death  of  Mrs.  Janet  Stockwell 
on  November  16,  1974.  We  were  deeply  saddened  for  we  not  only  lost  a 
professional  nurse,  but  a  true  friend  who  was  totally  dedicated  to  all  the 
needs  of  our  children  and  community.  Mrs.  Stockwell  was  one  of  the 
most  compassionate,  kind  and  understanding  persons  I  have  ever  known. 
She  was  always  giving  and  asking  for  nothing  in  return.  We  sincerely 
miss  her. 

In  closing,  I  am  confident  that  the  citizens  of  both  Towns,  the  school 
committee  and  the  administrators  and  staff  of  the  Mendon-Upton  Re¬ 
gional  School  District  will  combine  our  resources  and  solve  our  problems 
so  that  we  better  educate  our  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Board  held  46  successful  meetings  during  the  year  of  1974. 

The  Board  members  have  been  very  active  in  the  Massachusetts 
League  of  Cities  and  Towns,  Worcester  County  Selectmen’s  Associ¬ 
ation  and  also  the  Massachusetts  Selectmen’s  Association. 

Mendon  now  has  three  new  employees  funded  by  Federal  pro¬ 
grams.  The  fourth  full  time  police  officer  is  working  under  the 
Equal  Employment  Opportunity  (E.E.O.)  until  June  30,  1973.  Two 
full  time  men  have  been  hired  under  the  Comprehensive  Employ¬ 
ment  and  Training  Act.  (C.E.T.A. )  Title  II  and  Title  VI.  They 
have  painted  the  inside  of  the  Town  Hall  and  fire  station  and  will 
be  used  to  improve  and  maintain  property  at  no  cost  to  the  town 
of  Mendon  for  their  labor. 

The  fire  station,  record  room  and  the  south  side  of  the  town 
hall  roofs  will  be  shingled  this  spring. 

Aluminum  siding  and  gutters  have  been  installed  on  the  fire 
station. 

Officer  Paul  Tyler  has  been  appointed  School  Crossing  Guard. 

The  fire  alarm  system  has  been  continued  on  Providence  Street, 
Bellingham  Street  and  the  Cape  Road. 

The  Selectmen  have  authorized  the  Conservation  Commission 
to  enter  into  a  contract  with  South  Worcester  County  Conservation 
District  for  a  soil  survey  complete  with  maps. 

The  Board  has  appointed  a  Historical  Commission. 

The  Board  has  appointed  a  Commission  for  the  1976  Bicen¬ 
tennial. 

It  was  voted  at  Town  Meeting  to  purchase  a  new  forest  fire 
truck  which  should  be  delivered  by  June,  1975. 

A  "No  Public  Drinking  Law”  went  into  effect  October  23,  1974. 

A  405  feet  deep  Artesian  Well  capable  of  pumping  16  gallons 
of  water  a  minute  was  completed  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the 
Town  Hall  and  any  townspeople  who  might  need  additional  water. 

Flood  lights  were  installed  in  Town  Hall  Parking  Lot  for  con¬ 
venience  of  Fire,  Police  and  Highway  Departments. 
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It  was  voted  at  Town  Meeting  to  amend  the  Blackstone  Valley 
Regional  School  District  Section  III  to  allow  girls  as  well  as  boys 
to  enroll  at  the  school. 

A  Dump  Study  Commission  has  been  appointed  to  solve  the 
town  dump  problem. 

George  Street,  part  of  Providence  Street  and  part  of  North 
Avenue  have  been  resurfaced  with  hot  top. 

It  has  been  voted  to  reconstruct  Neck  Hill  Road. 

A  generator  has  been  purchased  from  Government  supply  for 
S 12  5. 00  to  be  installed  and  maintained  by  the  fire  department  to  be 
used  for  emergency  power  for  all  town  buildings. 

A  scholarship  fund  has  been  set  up  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
in  memory  of  Harold  F.  Lowell  at  the  Milford  Federal  Savings  Bank 
and  Loan  Association. 

The  board  has  been  working  diligently  and  will  continue  to 
do  so,  to  control  taxes  and  encourage  and  welcome  small  business 
or  any  industry  that  will  be  beneficial  to  the  Town  of  Mendon. 

We  appreciate  the  work  and  cooperation  we  have  received 
from  the  various  Departments,  Boards  and  Town  Officials  through¬ 
out  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  year  1974  saw  a  marked  increase  in  the  activities  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  particularly  in  the  areas  of  inspection  of  new 
construction  sites  and  investigation  of  alternatives  for  the  town 
dump. 

Among  the  activities  recorded  were:  17  disposal  installers  per¬ 
mits  granted,  17  construction  disposal  permits  granted,  and  one 
non-alcoholic  beverage  permit  granted.  The  Board  inspected  all 
restaurant  facilities  in  the  town  with  the  assistance  of  the  State 
Food  and  Drug  Department.  A  dog  clinic  was  held,  and  approxi¬ 
mately  80  dogs  were  immunized  against  rabies.  The  Board  also 
conducted  sanitary  tests  on  the  town  well  and  found  the  water  unfit 
for  human  consumption.  We  were  forced  to  close  the  well  for 
drinking  purposes.  Four  premature  births  were  reported  to  our 
office,  along  with  one  case  of  infectious  hepatitis.  As  in  the  past, 
the  Board  conducted  bacteria  count  tests  at  the  town  beach  through¬ 
out  the  summer  months. 

In  September,  the  Board  accepted  the  resignation  from  Mrs. 
Lucille  Farese.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Mrs.  Barbara 
Gilmore  to  fill  the  term  of  Mrs.  Farese.  We  are  grateful  to  Mrs. 
Farese  for  her  dedication  and  wish  her  good  health. 

The  problem  of  finding  an  alternative  to  the  present  town 
dump  is  our  number  one  priority.  This  problem  has  become  ex¬ 
tremely  serious:  We  have  received  notification  from  the  State  Board 
of  Health  of  21  separate  violations  of  landfill  regulations  at  the 
dump.  A  study  commission  has  been  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  commission  has  investigated  several  alternatives 
including  incineration,  compacting,  landfill  and  others.  The  Board 
has  been  meeting  weekly  with  this  commission  with  the  goal  to 
recommend  a  long-term  solution  that  will  benefit  the  townspeople 
for  many  years  to  come. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Planning  Board,  we  have  walked 
through  and  examined  three  proposed  sub-division  sites.  It  is  our 
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intention  to  work  closely  with  the  Planning  Board  in  the  future 
to  assure  that  the  regulations  have  been  met. 

We  attended  several  Central  District  Board  of  Health  meetings 
during  the  year. 

In  closing  we  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Milford  Area 
Visiting  Nurses  Association  for  their  assistance  at  clinics  and  their 
continuing  excellent  service.  We  also  thank  James  Ferucci  and 
Aldore  Tetreault  who  have  managed  to  keep  the  dump  operating 
and  in  good  condition.

Any  person  or  persons,  65 
years  of  age  or  older  interested  in  occupancy,  should  file  their  appli¬ 
cation  early.  Average  rent  for  the  fiscal  year  was  $55.00  per  month. 
Persons  may  file  their  application  at  62  years  of  age  and  will  be 
considered  if  there  are  no  applications  of  persons  65  years  or  older 
on  the  waiting  list. 

The  admission  income  for  a  single  person  is  $3,600.00  per 
year  with  continued  occupancy  set  at  $4,000.00  per  year.  For  a 
couple,  the  admission  limit  is  $4,500.00  with  continued  occupancy 
set  at  $5,000.00.  Rents  are  commuted  on  25%  of  the  tenant’s  income 
with  utility  costs,  excluding  telephone,  paid  for  by  the  Authority.

Due  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Edward  Hummel,  who  had  served  on 
the  housing  board  diligently  for  six  years,  a  vacancy  occurred  and 
in  December  the  Selectmen  appointed  Mr.  Frank  Dudley,  an  origi¬ 
nal  member  of  the  Mendon  Housing  Authority,  to  fill  out  the 
unexpired  term. 
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Financially  the  Project  showed  a  deficit  for  the  first  time  under 
management.  This  loss  was  due  to  lowering  the  rents  in  1973  and 
the  added  cost  of  the  fuel  adjustment  in  the  electricity  bill.  The 
Authority  expects  the  Commonwealth  to  reimburse  the  Project  for 
this  loss. 

Two  culverts  were  installed  at  the  Project  to  alleviate  a  water 
problem  in  the  parking  area  and  along  the  sidewalk  going  to  the 
Post  Office.  A  new  sidewalk  was  installed  also  along  this  area.  Due 
to  the  settling  of  the  sidewalks,  more  sidewalks  will  be  resurfaced 
in  the  future. 

On  the  second  Thursday  of  the  month,  the  Milford  Visiting 
Nurses  hold  a  Drop-In  Clinic  for  all  elderly  in  town  at  the  Com¬ 
munity  Building.  Flu  shots  were  also  given  here  to  the  elderly. 

The  Mendon  Garden  Club  have  added  additional  beauty  to 
the  landscape  of  the  Project  by  planting  two  Holly  trees  and  a 
Pin  Oak. 

The  Authority  wishes  to  thank  Town  Officials,  Girl  Scouts, 
Church  Groups,  Taft  Public  Library,  Council  on  Aging  and  other 
Organizations,  who  have  contributed  towards  making  this  past  year 
a  pleasant  one  for  the  tenants.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  FOR  1974 

The  Conservation  Commission  sponsored  an  article  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Soil  Con¬ 
servation  Service  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  town  wide  soil 
survey.  The  article  was  approved  and  certain  sites  in  town  have 
undergone  the  survey  at  the  request  of  the  Commission.  The  survey 
will  be  conducted  over  a  period  of  three  years  and  the  results  will 
provide  the  town  with  valuable  information  concerning  land: 
texture,  structure,  permeability,  water  holding  capacity,  slope, 
stoniness,  chemical  properties,  flooding  and  ledginess.  Ten  sets  of 
maps  will  be  provided  to  town  departments.  They  will  be  valuable 
tools  in  assisting  the  planning  of  home  and  industrial  sites,  septic 
tanks  and  sewage  disposal,  athletic  fields,  sanitary  landfill  areas, 
farmland  and  roads. 


Approximately  one  hundred  sixty  people  participated  in  the 
annual  town  roadside  cleanup  held  on  April  27.  Twenty-four  trucks 
were  donated  by  townspeople,  the  Highway  Department,  and  town 
businesses.  Cleanup  crews  worked  all  morning  and  enjoyed  a  cook- 
out  at  noon  at  the  home  of  James  Ferrucci.  The  Commission  is  most 
grateful  to  all  who  helped,  particularly  Chief  of  Police  Kelsie 
Townsend,  Harold  Metcalf  of  the  Highway  Department,  Duane 
Nelson  and  Mr.  Ferrucci. 


The  181st  Engineering  Division  of  the  National  Guard  of 
Whitinsville  continued  its  work  on  the  park  site  at  the  intersection 
of  Taft  Avenue  and  Millville  Road.  The  Engineers  had  hoped  to 
complete  the  land  leveling  project  by  the  end  of  1974  but  they 
have  been  committed  to  projects  in  other  towns.  Wayne  Wagner, 
a  land  engineer  and  a  former  resident,  has  been  working  with  the 
National  Guard  and  this  Commission  in  directing  the  development. 
Work  will  resume  in  the  spring,  and  hopefully,  the  recreation  area 
will  be  ready  for  use  in  1975. 
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The  members  of  the  Commission  were  saddened  this  summer 
by  the  death  of  Lawrence  Pezzella,  a  past  member.  Larry  had 
devoted  much  of  his  life  to  public  service;  he  had  been  active  in 
several  town  organizations.  Representatives  of  the  Brothers  of  the 
Brush  have  met  with  the  Commission  to  discuss  possibilities  of 
creating  a  memorial  to  Larry  by  naming  a  ballfield  in  honor  of  him 
w'hen  the  Town  Park  is  completed. 

The  Commission  has  been  investigating  sites  of  subdivisions 
being  planned  regarding  their  applicability  to  law's  protecting 
wetlands.  Much  w'ork  is  anticipated  in  this  area  in  1975.

Also,  a 
conservative  estimate  of  $10,000.00  was  saved  by  not  borrowing  in  antici¬ 
pation  of  taxes.  This  gain  to  the  Town  was  accomplished  by  the  prompt 
and  laborious  task  of  both  the  Assessors’  and  Tax  Collector’s  Office  in 
the  typing  of  the  Tax  Commitment  and  Bills  coupled  with  the  promptness 
of  payment.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BLACKSTONE  VALLEY  REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Regular  meetings  of  the  regional  vocational  school  committee 
are  held  at  the  Regional  Vocational  High  School  on  Pleasant  Street 
in  Upton  at  8:00  P.M.  on  the  third  Thursday  of  every  month.  These 
meetings  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the  chairman,  Herman 
Buma  of  Uxbridge. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  school  year  September  1974,  there 
was  a  total  enrollment  of  525  boys.  This  enrollment  figure  will  be 
increased  in  the  next  school  year  to  a  probable  total  of  700  boys. 
The  next  quota  for  Mendon  will  be  seven  students.  These  may  not 
all  be  boys,  since  there  has  been  a  strong  movement  on  foot  to 
change  the  character  of  the  school  and  to  admit  girls  to  the  school. 
The  new  year  which  will  start  in  September  1975  will  offer  several 
challenges.  The  fact  that  girls  may  be  a  part  of  the  school  for  the 
first  time  will  probably  make  necessary  the  hiring  of  several  female 
teachers.  Courses  to  be  offered  will  probably  have  to  be  modified. 
The  state  department  of  education  has  offered  certain  guidelines, 
but  these  at  best  are  rather  nebulous.  We  have  to  presume  that 
courses  will  be  offered  that  will  fit  the  needs  of  a  new  female  school 
population.  The  courses  which  are  now  offered  will  have  a  mixed 
appeal  to  these  new  young  ladies.  The  appeal  which  the  courses  of 
auto  body,  and  auto  mechanics  may  be  limited,  but  the  present 
courses  of  drafting,  electronics,  graphic  arts  and  culinary  arts  may 
hold  a  greater  attraction  for  new  members  of  the  student  body. 
However,  there  may  also  be  a  question  of  priority  of  choice.  The 
committee  may  be  told  by  the  state  department  that  the  number  of 
boys  and  the  number  of  girls  in  the  school  will  be  equal.  That 
could  mean  that  the  present  school  would  have  to  be  either  greatly 
enlarged  or  the  number  of  boys  would  have  to  be  cut  back 
enormously. 

The  problem  may  solve  itself  in  some  unusual  way.  It  does  not 
seem  reasonable  to  ask  the  member  towns  to  burden  themselves 
with  a  huge  new  debt  if  there  is  any  way  to  avoid  it. 
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The  operation  cf  the  school  this  year  has  been  very  successful. 
The  classes  are  full,  the  evening  classes  are  meeting  with  over  800 
students  numbered  in  the  courses  offered  this  year. 

This  year  the  superintendent  director  was  granted  a  leave  with 
pay  for  six  months.  This  action  was  not  something  which  I  voted 
for,  but  it  was  the  consensus  of  the  committee  to  grant  this  on  the 
basis  that  the  vacation  time  had  accumulated  over  the  years.  Mr. 
Picard  is  acting  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Sullivan  as  the  director  of  the 
school. 

The  tenor  of  the  times  with  layoffs  occurring  all  around  us, 
with  jobs  at  best  being  a  rather  scarce  commodity,  it  behooves  this 
committee  and  all  other  responsible  committees  of  municipal  gov¬ 
ernment  to  be  very  certain  that  there  is  no  unusual  or  unnecessary 
expense  involved  in  the  budgets. 

The  town  of  Mendon  for  the  year  will  pay  for  the  operating 
cost  and  capital  assessment  $28,356  for  the  year  July  1,  1975  to 
June  30,  1976. 

At  the  time  this  is  being  written  there  is  still  one  town  to 
vote  on  the  admission  of  girls  and  since  Millbury  is  not  noted  for 
being  misogynic,  and  since  Millbury  is  the  only  town  not  yet  to 
vote  for  the  admission  of  girls,  we  can  probably  assume  that  the 
new  year  beginning  in  September  1975  at  the  Blackstone  Valley 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  will  see  a  few  young 
ladies  among  the  entering  classes.
